• THURSDAY marks the second meeting of the 
Board of Trustees since the beginning of the semester. 
We sincerely hope that the members of the Board will 
consider at this meeting the proposed change in 
admission policy which the Hatchet has been urging 
during the past few weeks. 

Even if a ihove is made to eliminate racial discrim- 
ination in the graduate schools only, that in itself will 
be an indication that the Trustees are making an earn- 
est attempt to change an obviously inequitable policy. 

If, however, the Board of Trustees decides against 
changing the admission policy of the University at all, 
it will, in effect, be announchig to all concerned that 
the University 'is suffering from moral inertia in re- 
spect to making its classroom ideals live in practice. 

At no time have we maintained that it would be an 
easy matter for the school to remove its restrictions. 
At no tinje have we denied that additional, serious 
problems may arise if the change is made. What we 
have contended is that adihittliig students on the basis 
of scholasUc ability and potential alone, disregarding 
race entirely, is the right, the moral, the just course 
of action for the University to follow. \ 

If the Board sees fit to ignore completdy the events 
of the past few weeks, by giving them the "silent 
treatment,” it will be laying itself open to charges of 
falling to cope realistically with a pressing moral 
problem of our time. 

It remaTos for the Board of Trustees to decide 
whether the University will meet or evade this issue.

• THE FOLLOWING EDITORIAL appeared in last 
Wednesday's issue of The American University Eagle: 

American democracy's most vulnerable spot, is, per- 
haps, the wide gulf between its theories and the actual 
treatment accorded its racial minorities. No section 
of the country is completely free of the taint of racial 
discrimination, although the southern states are gm- 
erally considered the worst offenders. 

Occasionally, however, noteworthy efforts are made 
to close this gap between theory and practice. One 
such attempt is the outspoken challenge of The 
George Washington University student pubUcatlon, the 
Hatchetl . . . The editors have called^ on offlhials of 
the institution to admit colored students "now^” , 

. . . The trend is toward giving members of minority 
groups equal educational advantages, even in the Sou^ 
. . . So it seems that unless something is done, The 
George Washington University may soon find itself 
not only behind the times but even behind the “Solid 
South.” ^ , 

It is of great signiBcance that the movement fori 
lowering the barriers at George Washington comes 
from the inside. This m itself nullifles th^ usual 
charges of "outside Interference.” The Hatchet has 
called the play; now it is up to the Trustees to carry 
the ball.

[”It it unfortunate that there la no financial feco^s 
for the Cherry Tree or for students who were sold phot(^ 
graphs on the assumption that their picture would not 
be retouched unless a purchase was made. The photog* 
raphers made such a statement for the purpose of selling., 
pictures. After being advised that such a procedure was un- A 
satisfactory aod created lU>wlU amoni^ the studentia the 
photographers sUted ths^ there would be only slight re* 
touching of pictures not purchased. By doing this, tb# 
photographers are technically living up to their contraclp: 
which calls for 'the proper and necessary amoUnt of fb* 
touching.' 

"Up to this point Uhere is no possible way^ for the ^ 
Cherry Tree to take action. However, when the finished < 
glossy prints are turned In for final approval before being 
sent to the printers, we are able under the contract tb 
reject any photographs which are not acceptable by the 
printer. General U. S. Grant, III, under terms of the con- 
tract, will act as arbiter should any undesirable prints b# 
submitted. 

“We are interested In putting out a fine yearbook and 
realize that good . picture* contribuU to ai good book. Thb 
studenU at this fJniversity are entiUed to fair treatment 
In all ways, so we shall reject any prlnta which have not 
been acceptably retouched. It is our dbtire to have aU 
pictures of the same quality. 

“If apologies are in order from the Cherry Tree, wb 
regret the incident. We request that students pleats call 
such matten to our attenti<m to that we may correct thaM 
whenever poastble.”]
